OPINION OF JUDGE GOODLOE. 

action is brought by Hagan to recover 

i of Dudley for deoy'ing him the privilege 
of voting, at the second election preciuct, in the 
citv of Lexingtou, at the late August election. 
The petition alleges, that the plaintiff is a firee 
white male person above the age of twenty one 
Tears, and had, previous to his application to 
vote, continuously resided one year ueit preced 
ing the election in the second election precinct, 
in the city of Lexingtou, and had on the 24th of 
July, !"•>"• been naturalised under the act of 
Congress, by the City Court of Lexington; all of 
which was proven to the satisfaction of thejudges 
and the defendaul — and that the Judges differed 
in opiniou as to the plaintiff's right to vote, and 
that the duty devolved upon the defendant, as 
Sheriff to decide, and that the defendant, with 
the intent unlawfu.lv to deprive the plaintiff of 
the exercise of his right to vote, willfully and 
knowingly prevented him from voting. 

To this petition the defendant demurred — as- 
signing for cause under the Code: 1st. The peti 
tion does not allege facts sufficient to constitute 
a cause of action. 2nd. The City Court of Lex- 
ington had no power to hear applications aud 
grant certificates of uaturalizatiou, and 3rd. That 
the residence of the plaintiff, since the grant of 
his certificate, was not sufficient to entitle him to 
vote 

These several grounds of demurrer will be con- 
sidered in the order in which they are presented. 
Without considering the first cause of demurrer 
in that enlarged sense wlfich would include the 
other two, the narrower view of it presents two 
questions: 1st. May a legal voter maintain a civil 
action against the officers of elections for re 
fusing him the right to vote; and 2nd. As the 
defendant acted in a judicial capacity, are the 
allegations of the petition sufficient to charge 
him. 

In considering the first of these questions, it 
is to be regretted that so little is to be found 
either in the reports or elementary works in the 
form of direct authority. The oulv authority I 
have been referred to, or been able to find, is 
the case of Ashby vs White, reported in 2nd Lord 
Raymond's Reports, page 938. When that case 
was before the King's Bench, three out of the 
four judges decided against the action, and, al- 
though it was afterwards reversed in the House 
of Lords bv a large majority, the decision had 
onlv the sanction of four of the twelve Jud^ei; — 
aud whilst, therefore, the case is to be regarded 
in Eugland as authoritative, in favor of the ac 
tion, it is entitled to but little respect in the 
American courts, and is certainly not authorita- 
tive I think, however, upon general principles, 
the action is maintainable In this country the 
right of the qualified freemau to vote, is a legal 
vested right It is his legal Irauchise. Through 
it he has not only the right to have his voice in 
the selection of those who are to pass laws affect 
iug his life, liberty, property, aud reputation — but 
all those who administer and execute these laws 
It pertains to his dignity as a freeman. Concede 
that this privilege is not a matter of property or 
profit, anditdoes not appear thathe has sustained 
any pecuniary injury— neither is a man's reputa- 
tion technically a matter of property or profit — 
yet he may maintain an action of slander, with- 
out alleging pecuniary injury. The violation of 
his right to his good name entitles him to a rem 
edy. In the language of Chief Justice Holt, "It 
is a vain thing to imagiuc a right without a 
remedy; want of right aud want of remedy are 
reciprocal 2nd. In deciding upon the plaintiff's 
right to vote, the defendant acted in a judicial 
capacity. The statute devolves upou the sheriff 
the duty of deciding wheu thejudges differ, and 
in making this decision he is acting as a judge of 
the election, aud is entitled to all the protection 
which the law extends to other judicial officers, 
acting within the scope of their jurisdiction. But 
it is well settled that if a judge, in a case legally 
before him, decides wrong, with the corrupt in- 
tent to injure either of the litigating parties, he 
is liable to the action of the party aggrieved. The 
jes the defendant with willfully and 
ly deciding wroDg, with the intent to de 
plaintiff of his right to vote. Is it es- 
sential that he should have super added the word 
"corruptly?" I think not. If tne decision was 
given willfully and knowingly wrong, with the in- 
tent charged— it constitutes iegal corruption. I 
am of opinion, therefore, that the first cause 
of demurrer, in the sense I have considered 
it, is insufficient to defeat the plaiutiffs action. 

The second cause of demurrer, involves a very 
grave question, the decision of which I would 
willingly avoid, if the case before me permitted 
it. It calls in question the uniform action of many 
of the State Courts for more than a half century, 
and involves the elective right of a large number 
of nersons who have heretofore been considered 
legal voters, as also extensive rights of proper 
ty But still, if all this action has been without 
lawful authority, and all these supposed rights 
unfounded in law, I have no right to make the 
defendant the victim of it, aud he has a right to 
demand my best judgment upon the legality of 
his conduct, irrespective of this usage, or how it 
may affect others. The question upon this cause 
of demurrer arises under a proper construction of 
written laws, and no length of usage or practice 
against the law can abrogate or modify it — but 
can at most only furnish persuasive evidence of 
what the law is, aud inspire caution in reaching a 
contrary conclusion. A contrary doctrine would 
subvert the foundation of all jaw, and enable 
usage against law to repeal or abrogate it Let 
us proceed, then, in the light of a fair expo 
•itiou of the written laws, aided by authori- 
tative judicial expositions, to examine this ques- 
tion. 

The City Court of Lexingtou, created by the 
act incorporating that city, is constituted a Court 
of Record, with a seal and clerk, and is vested 
with a limited common law jurisdiction, in cer- 
tain cases arising within the city limits. Its vari- 
ous subjects of jurisdiction are specifically enu- 
merated in the charter, and embraces common 
law misdemeanors, penal statutes, and ordinances 
— the arrest and binding over of criminals for 
trial in the Circuit Court, and the civil ju 
of a justice of the peace. It possesses 
-the State law no jurisdiction beyond what is 
enumerated in the charter, and it may be safely 
assumed, that the right to admit aliens to citizen- 
ship, is not one of its enumerated cases of juris 
diction, and if it possesses any power or authority 
in this respect, it derives it from the act of Con- 
gress, approved 12th April 1802, and not from 
any law of the State, either granting or allowing 



application that is to be made to a Court I case of Campbell f> Cordon the alieu was na 



in which witnesses are to be sworn, law and fact 
decided, constituting every element of a judicial 
case. And is it not c'early such? In the case 
of Gorham vs Luckett, 6 B Monroe. Judge 
Marshall says, "Whenever a matter is referred 
to a Court, involving the finding of a fact or de 
cision of a question of law, the power is judicial.' 
Hence it has been held in this State, that the ap 
pointment of an administrator, removal of a jail 
or, or guardian, the exparte probate of a deed 
when required to be done in Court, are judicial 
and not ministerial or executive acts. But the 
authority of the Supreme Court of the United 
States upon this precise question, is clear and de- 
cisive. In the case of Spratt vs. Spratt, 4 Peters, 
the question directly arose upon the character of 
this process of naturalization. In that case the 
record of naturalization did not show that all 
requisites of the statute had been complied with, 
except from general recitals in the certificate 
and it was argued by Coxe, that the process of 
naturalization, was ministerial and not judi 
cial, and being ministerial, in the absence of 
proof that every step was regular, the certificate 
was void, and did not constitute the holder a citi 
zen- On the other hand it was argued by Jones 
&- Key, that the process was judicial, and bein 
such, every presumption should be indulged to 
support it. ha. Upon this question Ch. J.Mai 
shall, in delivering the opinion of the Court, said, 
"The various acts upou the subject, submit the 
decision of the rights of aliens to admission as 
citizens to Courts of Record. They are to 
ceive testimony, to compare it with the laws, and 
to judge on both law aud fact This judgment 
is entered M record as the judgment of the 
Court. It seems to us if it be in legal form, to 
close all inquiry, and like every other judgment, 
to be complete evidence of its own validity." 

On such conclusive authority, I am not at liber 
ty. therefore, to reach any other conclusion than 
that the process of naturalization is judicial, and 
can only be entertained by Courts having jurisdic- 
tion to do so. 

The question remains, is it competent for Con- 
gress, under the Constitution, to confer jurisdic- 
tion upon the State Courts. In the consideration 
of this questiou, it is to be assumed that the now 
cr of Congress, over the subject of naturalization 
is plenary and exclusive, and the States possess 
no authority, independent or concurrent, in rela 
tion to it; Chirac vs. Chirac, 2 Wheaton 295 ; 2 
Story on the Constitution sec. 1102. Being a 
subject, then within the exclusive jurisdiction of 
Cougress, which has been regulated by a law of 
Congress, constituting them judicial cases, it 
might be well asked, if the judicial power of the 
United States over them was not alike exclu- 
sive. But 1 do not consider it necessary to dis- 
cuss this question. If it be conceded that the 
State Courts may exercise a concurrence of juris 
diction, the conclusion must be the same. Con- 
gress may permit this concurrence of jurisdiction, 
but cannot confer it. The Government of the 
United States is one of limited powers, and can 
ouly exercise such as are plainly granted or are 
necessary to execute the granted powers. It has 
authority to vest its judicial power in United 
States Courts, and there is no grant of power to 
vest any portion of it in State Courts. Nor does 
it possess any such implied power. It has ex- 
press authority to create Courts of its own, ad 
libitum, and it w ould be difficult to imagine a ne- 
MHk) in this respect, which it could not supply 
from its own plainly granted powers. But this 
question has been so directly and authoratively 
settled, both by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, aud the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, 
as to leave it no longer and open question. In 
the case of Houston vs. Moore, 5 Wheaton, 27, 
Justice Washington says, "Theie are many acts 
of Congress which permit jurisdictiou over the 
offences, therein described, to be exercised by- 
State magistrates and Courts, not, I presume, be- 
cause such permission was considered to be nec- 
essary uuder the Constitution in order to vest a 
concurrent jurisdiction in those tribunals; but, be- 
cause, without it, the jurisdiction was exclusive- 
ly vested in the National Courts by the judiciary 
act, aud consequently could not be otherwise ex- 
ercised by the State Courts; for I hold it to be 
perfectly clear, that Congress cannot confer ju- 
risdiction upou any Courts but such as exist un 
der the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, although the State Courts may exercise 
jurisdiction on cases authorized by the laws of 
State, and not prohibited by the exclusive 
diction of the Federal Courts. See also 
rs. Hunter, I Wheaton, .304 j 1 

546. 



Waiving the question, whether this City Court, 
with its limited local common law jurisdiction, is 
a Court of "Common Law jurisdiction" within 
the meaning of the act above referred to, of 
which I have serious doubts, the more important 
question arises, has Congress, under the Con- 
stitution, the power to confer this authority or 
jurisdiction upou the City Court of Lexington; 
and this involves the further enquiry as to the na- 
ture of the pewer exercised in naturalizing aliens 
under tb« act of Congress. 

By recurring to the act of 1802, it will be per- 
ceived that the determination of the question, 
whether or not an alien shall become a citizen, is 
referred to a Court of Record, having a seal and 
clerk, and common law jurisdiction, and before 
V ch * Court the alien must appear aud satisfy 
the Court, that he ha« two years previously, be- 
fore a similar Court or its clerk, declared his in- 
ten . tKm J° become a citizen of the United States, 
ana snail further satisfy the Court bv proofs, that 
ne nas wsuded five years in the United States, one 
year, preceding his application, in the State where 
heapplies, that he has behaved as a person of 
good moral character, is attached to the princi- 
ples of the Constitution of the United States, and 
well disposed to the good order and happiness of 
the same; and it is upon the Court's finding all 
these facts in favor of the applicant, that it is au- 
thorize! to admit him to citizenship, by adminis- 
tering to him the oath of allegiance to the Gov 



In the case of Haney vs. Sharp, 1 Dana, Ky. 
Reports, 422, which was a proceeding in the State 
Court to en force a penalty under an act of Con 
gress, Ch. J. Robertson says, "The Courts of this 
Stale, deriving their jurisdiction, as they do, from 
the authority of the State, cannot take cognizance 
of a penal case arising under an act of Congress; 
unless some law of this Commonwealth had giv 
en the right to do so, and the general govern- 
ment had, by act of Congress, also consented. In 
such a case as this, no tribunal of the State has 
inherent or concurrent jurisdiction," &c. See 
also, United States vs. Lathrop, 17 Johnson, N. 
Y. Reports, Jackson vs. Row, Lieghs Va. Re 
ports, Exparte Pool, ib. All of these cases pro 
ceded upon the distinct ground, that in the ab- 
sence of State law, Congress cannot confer juris 
diction upon the State Courts. It can only per- 
mit State Courts which are competent for the pur- 
pose, and have an inherent jurisdiction adequate 
to the case, to entertain suits in) the given cases, 
and no respectable authority has been found to 
the contrary. But I am referred to the follow- 
ing expression, which, is to be found in the opin 
ion of Judge Story, in the case of Prigg vs. Penn- 
sylvania, 16 Peters, 622, "As to the authority, so 
conferred upon State Magistrates (by Fugitive 
Slave Law) whilst a difference of opinion has 
existed, and may still sxist on the first point, 
none is entertained by this Court, that State mag 
istrates may, if they choose, exercise that author- 
ity, unless prohibited by State Legislation." I 
see nothing new or conflicting in this. By refer 
ring to the opinion at length, it will be seen that 
the Court expressly recognized the jurisdiction 
of the State magistrates over the case under Slate 
law, and in this dictum no allusion was had to the 
questiou under consideration, but to the other and 
different one, whether Congress could compel a 
State magistrate to exercise his State jurisdiction, 
where it was necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of the United States Constitution, or 
an act of Congress, and the only point decided 
was, that it was optionary with the State mi ti- 
trates, even though they had jurisdiction, to do 
so. Such is not the doctrine in regard to the 
Federal Judiciary, in the execution of the laws 
of Congress, or o"f the State judiciary, in regard 
to State laws. Parties having a right to invoke 
their actioD, may demand it, and the Court has 
no right to decline it. Their duty is not optiona- 
ry, but imperative. Nor is it to be infered from 
this dictum, that it was intended by the Court to 
sanction the doctrine, that the action of a State 
Court, although authorized by an act of Congress 
— yet for the want of State Legislation, without 
jurisdiction — possessed any validity whatever. 
Upon this subject, Judge Trimble, in the case of 
Elliott kc, vs. Piersol kc, 1 Peters, 340, says, 
"Where a court has jurisdiction, it h as a right to 
decide every question which occurs in the cause, 
and whether it- decision be correct or otherwise, 
its judgment until reversed, is regarded as bind- 
ing in every other Court. But if it act without 
jurisdiction, its judgment and orders are regarded 
as nullities They are not voidable, but simply 
void and form no bar to a recovery sought even 
prior to a reversal, in opposition to them. They 
constitute no justification, and all persons con 
cerned in executing such judgments or sentences 
are considered in law as trespassers. This dis- 
tinction runs through all the cases on the subject, 
and it proves that the jurisdiction of any Court 
exercising authority over the subject, may be in- 
quired into, in any Court, when the proceedings 
of the former are relied on, and brought before the 
latter, by the party claiming the benefit of such 
proceedings.' ' 

Again, I am referred to the case of Campbell 
vs. Gordon, 6 Cranch and Starke vs. Chesapeake 
In. Co., 7 Cranch, and divers decisions in the 
State Courts of Virginia, New York, Maryland 
and South Carolina, as in conflict with the views 
here expressed. A very brief examination will 
■how that these cases have no bearing upon the 
question. First, it is to be remarked, that in 
' them is this question * Uu ^ 10 



turalized in a District Court of Virginia, and in 
the case of Starke vs. the Chesapeake In. Co., 
the naturalization took place in a Court of Pennsyl- 
vania, aud in the other cases the naturalization 
took place in the State Courts of the respective 
States in which they are reported. All these na 
turalizing Courts were Courts of general common 
law jurisdiction, and all of them had jurisdiction 
under a State statute passed before the adoption 
of the Federal Constitution. Now, although the 
laws of Congress superseded these several State 
statutes as to the mode of constituting aliens cit 
izens they did not in exprett terms take away 
this antecedent jurisdiction of the State Courts 
— but in express terms authorized its exer- 
cise. 

Now the question whether the State Courts can 
exercise an antecedent jurisdiction, concurrently 
with the United States Courts, upon those sub 
jecte over which Congress, under the Constitution, 
has the exclusive power of legislation, is very 
different from the one, whether Congress can con- 
fer jurisdiction, in the same class of cases, upon 
the State Courts which never had such antece 
dent jurisdiction and none subsequently conferred 
by State law. Respectable authority may be 
found in support of the former proposition, (such 
as Collett vs Collett, 2 Dallas and the cases I am 
considering,} whilst nothing beyond a loose and 
inconsiderate practice, has been referred to, or 
found in support of the latter proposition. And 
must 1 give such authoritative weight to this prac 
tice, as to mulct a citizen in damages for disre- 
garding it as having the force of law, and that, 
too, in the face of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of U.S., and Court of Appeals of Ken- 
tucky, before quoted? I think not. 

In discussing the question whether it was com 
petent for Cougress under the constitution to con- 
fer jurisdiction upon the State Courts, I do not 
intend to be understood as deciding that it has in 
express terms done so by the act of 1802, or that 
the framers of that act in referring these applica- 
tions to certain State Courts, intended any more 
than to waive the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
United States Courts and permit those State 
Courts which could rightfully do so to exercise a 
concurrent jurisdiction. And this latter is prob- 
ably the correct construction. I have considered 
this question of constitutional power because the 
plaintiffs counsel relied upou it to sustain his title 
to citizenship, and also because in the absence of 
State law giving jurisdiction, it might be implied 
from the language of the act of 1802. A decis 
on against the power negatives the implied juris- 
dictiou of the City Court as effectually as if the 
jurisdiction was attempted to be given in express 
terms and disposes of the plaiutiffs title to citizen 
ips without settling the proper construction of 
the act of 1K12 in this respect, and therefore also 
without determining whether it is or not constitu- 
tional. 

And here I might properly terminate the case, 
but my respect for the able counsel who argued 
the case for the plaintiff, induces me to notice 
other view, which he urged with great zeal 
and confidence and it is this — Congress had the 
power to establish a rule of naturalization aud 
have done so and the plaintiff has complied with 
it It is immaterial whether the act of uaturali 
zatiou is judicial or not, or whether or not the 
Court had jurisdiction to perform it; — it was the 
appointed mode, and Congress had the power to 
ppoiut any mode aud when the applicant com- 
plied with the appointed mode he secured all the 
rights offered by the act. And, although the 
plaintifTs naturalization in the City Court of Lex 
ton may not be valid as a judicial act for the 
want of jurisdictiou, yet Congress had power to 
make it valid as an act of naturalization andhav 
IMM so, citizenship is thereby conferred. It 
is a sufficient answer to this argument to say that 
the act of naturalization under the rule prescrib 
ed by Congress is judicial and not otherwise, and 
that the plaintiff must show title to citizenship 
through a judgment of a Court — Spratt vs. 
Spratt, 4 Peters, Starke vs. the Chesapeake Iusur 
ance Company, 7 Cranch — Towles case 5, Leighs 
vs. Reports. Now has this plaintiff any judg- 
ment of citizenship 7 Has he offered any evi- 
dence of compliance with the act except the certi- 
ficate granted him by the City Court? And is the 
decision of a Court without jurisdictiou that he 
has complied with the act a judgment in any prop- 
er sense of the terra? Is its certificate evidence 
of anything ? The only answer that can be given 
to these questions is a sufficient refutation of the 
argument. 

The conclusion which I have reached upon the 
second cause of demurrer renders it unnecessary 
to decide the third cause aud it will be omitted 
until a case shall arise requiring it. Wherefore 
for the reasons given I am of opinion that the 
plaintiff is not a citizeu and therefore had no right 
to vote and the defendant has inflicted upon him 
no injury for which he can maintain this suit, and 
the second cause of demurrer to the plaintiffs pe- 
tition is sustained. 

Johnson k Thomas, for Plaintiffs Robertson 
k Prewitt. for Defendant. 

A Survivor ok the Kank Exploring Expedi- 
tion in Limbo. — Wm. C. Godfrey, who rendered 
himself somewhat conspicuous by his conduct dur 
ing the last Kane Expedition, and bv his recent 
publication of a book of his adventures', was before 
Alderman Eneu this afternoon in a new charac- 
ter. He was charged with being guilty of bigamy 
and larceny. 

Three of the reputed wives of Godfrey were 
preseut during the hearing, and thev laughed and 
chatted with their husband as though they were 
not much distressed at the awkward predicament 
in which he had placed them. 

Ellen Godfrey, formerly Ellen Reed, testified 
that she was married to Godfrey on the 20th of 
June last, by the Rev. Mr. DeWolf; she was ac- 
quainted with the defendant about a year before 
she mraried him; she had no suspicion that he was 
a married man. 

Wm. J. Fetters testified that the defendant 
was married to his sister on the 29th of March, 
1851, by Alderman Dennis; he never lived much 
with her. 

A certificate of marriage was shown and prov- 
en. A woman was then called up as a witness, 
but she denied being the wife of Godfrey. The 
latter, she stated, had alwuys promised to mar- 
ry her as soon as he could, but he had never 
done it. 

Officer Young stated that this woman had told 
him that Godfrey was married to her by the Rev. 
Mr. Atwood, now of Baltimore. The officer also 
stated that the defendant had another wife in West 
Philadelphia. 

The accused was then arraigned on the charge 
of larceny. It was in evidence that Samuel Berry 
who was somewhat intoxicated at the time, had 
been robbed of a watch at Durar's hotel, at the 
corner of Third and Dock streets, on Tuesday 
night. 

Godfrey was in company with Berry about the 
time the robbery was committed. 

Godfrey denied having had anything to do with 
the larceny of the watch. 

The Alderman said there was sufficient evi- 
dence to hold him to bail on all the charges 
against him. The defendant was committed in 
default of bail to answer. 

Godfrey must be a desperately gay deceiver. — 
Dr. Kane, in his book, intimates that Godfrey 
was after an Esquimaux wife when he left him in 
the Arctic regions.— Philadelphia Bulletin Thurs 
day.

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Judge Goodloe's Dkcision — Id another col 
umn we publish the decision of Judge Goodloe in 
the case of Hagau vo Dudley. Our readers will 
remember that Dudley was the Sheriff at one of 
the polls in Lexington, and consequently had the 
casting vote in the event of any difference of 
opinion arising in the minds of the Judges as to 
the right of any person to vote. Hagan is an 
Irishman who had been naturalized by the City 
Court of Lexington, within sixty days immedi 
atelv preceding the day of the election. When 
he offered to vote the Judges of the polls differed 
as to his being a legal voter, and the case being 
refered to Dudley as Sheriff, he rejected Hasan's 
vote on the grounds, first, that the City Court of 
Lexington had no right to naturalize foreigners; 

, that Hagan had not resided in that 
sixty days after naturalization. This 
the points which were at iMM 
M C. Johusou. Esq., ami Judge Robert- 



The point* which Judge Goodloe decides are 
attout as follows: That the act of naturalization 
i* a judicial and not a ministerial act. And in 
support of this opinion lie cites the decision of 
Judge Thomas A Marshall, formerly Chief Jus- 
tice of the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, in the 
case ofGorham vs Luckett, which reads as fol- 
lows: "Whenever a matter is refered to a Court, 
involving the liuding of a fact or decision of a 
question of law, the power is judicial." As in 
the act of naturalization the Court is compelled 
to examine witnesses, compare the testimony, it, 
of course, involves the finding of a fact, and is, 
therefore, according to the decision of the highest 
judicial authority in Kentucky, a judicial decision. 
But Judge Goodloe goes beyond the decision of 
our State Courts ana ap|teals to the highest Court 
of the nation in support of this part of his decis- 
ion. In the case of Spratt vs. Spratt the question 
directly arose before the Supreme Court of the 
United States upon the character of this process 
of naturalization, ami it was decided by the Su- 
preme Court that the act of naturalizing I for- 
eigner was a judicial, and not a ministerial act. 
Judge Goodloe quotes trom Chief Justice John 
Marshall on this caae, as follows: "The various 
acts upon the subject submit the decisiou of the 
rights of aliens to admission as citizens to Courts 
of Record. They are to receive testimony, to 
compare it with the laws, and to judge on both 
law aud fact. This judgment is entered on re 
cord as the judgment of the Court. It seems to 
u>. if it be in legal form, toclosc all inquiry, and» 
like every other judgment, to be complete evi- 
dence of its own validitv." With such authori- 
ty before him, Judge Goodloe decides, first, that 
the process of naturalization is a judicial act. 
Having maintained this nositioii by his own 
id fortified it by quoting the 
of the ablest jurists the country 
has ever produced. Judge Goodloe further decides 
that Congress cannot confer judicial power upon 
any other than the Courts created by Congress. If 
there is any Statute in the State conferring con- 
current jurisdiction upon the State Courts, Con- 
gress mav permit the exercise of such jurisdiction, 
but Congress cannot confer such jurisdiction upon 
the State Courts. In Kcutucky there is no 
statute conferring the right of naturalization upon 
the City Court of Lexington, nor was that Court 
created by Congress, and, therefore, it had do 
legal authority whatever to naturalize the mau 
ilagan. Having arrived at this conclusion, 
Judge Goodloe dismissed the case — the grounds 
of the demurrer, as to the non sufficient residence 
of Hagan. after naturalization, not being properly 
before him or embraced in the case. 

For ourselves we shall not at present attempt 
to pass an opinion as to the correctness of Judge 
< J oodloe'g judgment, further than that it is an 
exc eedingly able document, clear aud directly to 
the point, and it will be a difficult matter for 
those differing from him to produce arguments 
which will have a tendency to overthrow those 
advanced by him. The Democratic party will 
hardly be expected to agree with Judge Goodloe, 
for, his decision takes the right of suffrage from a 
large number of their political allies. The case 
is an important one. and will, we learn, be brought 
before the Court of Appeals. If the case is de- 
cided by this Court adverse to Hagan it can then 
be carried to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. This, we hope, will be the ultimate resort of 
the Democrats who are conducting the prosecution 
of Dudley, as it is highlv important that the matter 
should be settled in such a manner as to leave it be- 
yond all dispute or cavil, in the meantime, may 
we not hope that the Democratic press of the 
State will, instead of denouncing Judge Good- 
loe personally for having given what appears to 
them to be a partisan decision, attempt to show 
in what respect the decision is incorrect 1 It is a 
question of law aud not of politics, and it should 
be argued by those engaging in its discussion as 
lawyers and not as pot house politicians. The 
is not whether it will be iu favor of the 
I or the Democratic party, but it is one 
which involves the suffrage of many thousands of 
men who have heretofore voted. If the manner iD 
which they have been naturalized is illegal, it is 
due to the native born citizen and to the legally 
naturalized foreigners that they should not be 
permitted to vote until they have complied with 
the requisitions of the Constitution of the United 
States. But, if they have been legally naturaliz- 
ed, the right of suffrage ought by all means to be 
secured to them The question can be definitely 
settled by the Supreme Court of the United States

Treaty Between Great Britain and Hondu- 
ras. — A treaty of trade and navigation between 
Her Majesty and the Republic of Honduras, sign 
ed on the 2<th of August, !Ki6, has just been 
printed. It is to endure seven years from the 
date of the ratification. The most important ar 
tide is an additional one relative to the right of 
way by the interoceanic route, the Honduras 
Government agreeing that the right of way over 
any such route, from sea to sea, shall be at all 
times open aud free to the Government and Mb 
jeeta of Great Britain "for all lawful purposes," 
and that no tolls or dues shall be imposed upon 
the trausit of property or on the public mails of 
Great Britain. The Republic also engages toes 
tablish free ports at the extremeties ■ e the con- 
templated road. In return lor these concessions, 
England recognizes the rights of sovereignty and 
property of Honduras in and over the line of the 
said road, aud gurantees the entire neutrality of 
the same, with the proviso that her guarantee aud 
protection may be withdrawn if the company man- 
aging the road adopt regulations contrary to the 
spirit and intention of this article of the treaty.

Extraordinary Decision — In New Jersey a 
Tenant irho sets fire to tlie House he Occupies does 
not Commit Arson. — I u the Gloucester courts a 
few days since, the case of the State vs. James 
A. Scott, for arson, was tried. The prosecutor 
stated that defendant had rented a frame building, 
purchased a stock of tools and materials, for 
which he had not paid, obtained insurance on them, 
aud then set fire to the building. The counsel 
for prisoner moved to quash the indictment, in- 
sisting that the act was not an indictable offense 
under the laws of this State; he held that, by the 
common law of England, it was not felony for a 
man to burn his owu property, and, as tenant, the 
property was his owu, pro tempcre. Mr. B. sup- 
ported his position by quotations from numerous 
authorities. Judge Potts sustained the exception 
taken by the defendant, and stated that, in order 
to make the charge of burning a felouy, under 
common law, it must be the property of another , 
that much discussion had arisen relative to the 
actual meaning of the term "another," and that 
the British Parliament, iu view of the doubtful 
construction of the law, had enacted a special 
statute which was also the case in several States 
of our Uniou, but that there was no such law in 
this State; he also alfirmed the right of owner- 
ship, as existing iu the tenant for the term of his 
lease, aud in reply to a suggestion that the 
lease was a verbal one, remarked that "a verbal 
lease is good enough in this State." The case 
was accordingly dismissed and the prisoner re- 
leased.-JVnoar* (AT. J.) Advertiser.

Later from Central America. 

The following letter gives the latest news from 
Central America: 

Special correspondence of the N. O. Picayune. 

Panama, Sept. 3, 1857. 

The English merchautbrig Calder, from Punta 
Arenas, which port she left on the 9th of August, 
arrived in the bay of Panama on the 23d. By this 
arrival I am enabled to send you six days later ad- 
vices from Costa Rica. 

Nothing of very special interest has transpired 
in that Republic, except the issuing of the fol- 
lowing proclamation by President Mora, in ref- 
erence to Walker's contemplated invasion of 
Central America, and a decree granting to 
a scientific society of Paris the exclusive privil- 
ege of establishing a line of telegraph in Costa 
Rica. 

Juan Rafael Mora, President of the Republic of 
Costa Rica, 

considering: 
That in the United States recruitiug is going 
on for the purpose of invading Central America 
again; that Wm. Walker being the promoter of 
the recruiting; and that he does it without a le 
1 mission, without a flag and without justice, 
and only for the purpose of convulsing Central 
America and planting on its soil the slavery of 
man by man, which the religion and civilization 
of the age are opposed to, and which our laws ex 
pressly forbid, that for such acts he and those 
who accompany him place themselves in the po- 
sition of pirate's. 

decrees: 

Art. I, If in an unexpected mauuer, and by 
avoiding the vigilance of the authorities of the 
Union, any party of armed men present them 
selves, whether commanded by Wm. Walker or 
by any of his agents, aud invade any port of Costa 
Rica, or of any of the allied States of Central 
America, with the intention of possessing them 
selves of all or any part of them, in the said act 
of lauding on the shore they will be considered as 
pirates, aud as such shall remain beyond the pro 
tection of the laws. 

Art. 2. All those who have served iu the ranks 
of Walker caunot return to the Republic for any 
purpose, without the previous permission of the 
overnment; and those who at present reside in 
the State shall leave it within thirty days, reckon- 
; from the date of tliis decree; but those who 
exercise any honest profession, and conduct 
themselves properly, proving the same to the 
Cniefof Police, can" remain in the State, with the 
previous written permit which shall be given to 
them. , 

Art. 3. The present decree shall be made known 
to the governments oi the other Central Ameri 
can States, in case they should think proper to 
adopt it. It shall also be made known to all the 
Spanish American gov ernments, to the represeu 
tatives of the Republic abroad, and to the diplo 
matic corps.

"Peru. — Dates from Callao are to August 12. 
"The painful news of the assassination of S. 
E. Sullivan, Esq., the British Minister at Lima, 
is announced. He was killed by six Peruvians 

"The Vixen has gone to Paita in search of Ad- 
miral Bruce. It is supposed that he was mur- 
dered for the British interference iu the matter 
of the Tumbes and Loa 

"Mr. Sullivan was dining alone, when six men, 
masked, entered and fired three shots, one of 
which is fatal, having entered the groin and pass 
ed up into the lungs. After the tleed was done 
one of them exclaimed, "1 am now satisfied." 
and then they all disappeared. There is a desire 
ou the part of the Peruvians to throw the whole 
matter as the result of au intrigue with a lady. 
Be that as it may, the Government feels alarmed 
as to what the result will be. 

"The steamers Ucalya and Tumbes are going 
south to bring back General Castilla, and probably 
some troops. 

"A Frenchman and a negro have beenjust ar 
rested on suspicion of being accomplices of the 
assassination of Mr. Sullivan. There are not 
the slightest hopes of his recovering. 

"Ou Saturday, the f*th of August, an armed 
boat was sent on board the American ship John 
Milton by order of the captain of the port, and 
forcibly took out three of the crew, and brought 
them on shore, and again ou the same day, by the 
same authority, four others were taken from the 
Morning Glory, assigning no other reason than 
that of might. The commanders of these ships 
have laid their case before Mr. Clay, our Minis- 
ter. He has demanded that the men be placed on 
board their ships again, ami an apology for the 
insult to our flag." 

Special Correspondence of the Picayune. 

Panama, Sept. 3, 1857. 

The great feature of interest in Panama during 
the last fortnight was the visit of Com. Paulding, 
of the Home Squadron, accompanied by a corps 
of scientific officers, the object of his visit beiug 
to explore the route from Aspiuwall to Panama, 
along the line of the railroad, with a view of test 
iug its practicability for a ship canal. TheCom 
modore and his party left Aspinwall early on the 
morning of August 26th, in a special train of cars, 
and arrived at Panama late in the evening of the 
same day, having taken it leisurely, iu order to 
make a thorough examination of the country- 
through which they passed. Next morning, a 
party, detailed specially for the purpose by Com. 
Paulding, undertook the survey of the harbor of 
Panama. Amoug the party was Lieut. Garland, 
U. S. Navy, who accompanied Lieut. Strain's ex 
pedition to Darien. 

The result of this expedition under Com. Pauld- 
ing is satisfactory in the highest degree. Every 
officer connected with it, as I am credibly inform- 
ed, is decidedly of the opinion that an interocean 
ic ship canal from Aspinwall to Panama is entire- 
ly practicable, the distance being shorter and few 
er obstacles intervening than between any other 
points on the Isthmus. 

This exploration having been made by order of 
our Government, may be regarded as no" less im 
portent than significant, from which great results 
may be expected. 

During Com. Paulding's stay here, he and his 
officers were complimented with a dinner, given 
by Col. Totten, chief engineer of the railroad, 
which was attended by several of our prominent

boga, and those nearer the town, upon which the 
works of the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., are es 
tablished, and in the evening sat down to a most 
elegant repast on board of the steamship Golden 
Age, prepared by her hospitable commander Cap- 
tain J. T. Watkins.

Washington, Sep. 16. 

Official advices are received from Commander 
Foote.of the sloop -of- war Portsmouth, dated on 
Menam River, Siam, June 16th. On arriving he 
proceeded, in the King's steamer, to Bangkok, 
with Consul Bradley, the bearer of the treaty con- 
cluded between the United States and Siam 
During their stay they were presented to the two 
Kings of the country, and were received with 
marked consideration by all the members of the 
Court. The second King, by invitation, visited 
the Portsmouth, the first instance of a King of 
Siam going on board a foreign vessel. 

The kings sent a present of lamp-oil, rice, sugar, 
bread, fish, and fruit to the ship, for which pay 
ment was positively declined. Commander Foote 
is of the opinion that the treaties between Siam, 
Great Britain, France, and the United States 
are rapidly developing the resources of that coun- 
try. Several vessels were about leaving for 
the United States with the chief staple of the 
country. 

Of the sixty millions of domestic specie export 
ed during the year ending the 30th of June, thirty - 
one millions and nearly a third was bullion; and 
of the upwards of twelve millions and a half of 
•specie imported little less than half was bullion. 
The above makes more specific the official table 



Correspondence of the St. l-ouin Democrat 
From BMMM* 

Lawrence, Sept. 14, 1857. 

The first business which occupied the couven 
tion was the election of a printer. The rival can 
didates for the honor of printing for the conven- 
tion, and receiving pay iu territorial scrip, were 
the editors of the National Democrat, published 
at Lecompton, and the Leavenworth Journal. — 
The Democrat is Walker's special organ, and the 
whole of the Governor's influence was used in ad- 
vancing its claims. It was of no avail— Mr. Hen 
dersonof the Journal, was elected by a considera 
ble majority. 

Upon suggestion, a committee was appointed 
by the chair to form a list of business commit- 
tees. The following is the order of their report: 
1, executive; 2, judiciary; 3, legislative; 4, sla- 
very; 5, bill of rights; 6, finance; 7, incorpora- 
tion; 8, revenue; 9, election and right of suffrage; 
10, education; 11, internal improvements; 12, 
State and county boundaries; 13, miscellaneous 
matters. 

The question of adjournment was then agita 
ted. 

It was finally decided that the convention 
diould reassemble at Lecompton on the third 
Monday in October next. After this had been 
decided, the convention adjourned. 

The adjournment was a cut-ami dried affair 
from the first. The real object of the adjourn- 
ment may be briefly stated as follows: It is the 
intention of the convention to form an exceeding 
ly violent pro-slavery constitution. They well 
know that if such a constitution as they propose 
to adopt be made public at present, the cause of 
national Democracy in some of the Northern 
States, where elections are soon to be held, will 
he very much damaged. 

Lawrence is vacated. The siege is raised, and 
not a tent nor a drunken soldier remains to tell 
the tale The six huudred dragoons who consti- 
tuted Walker's force at this place, are, according 
to report, on the march for Utah. They are 
going there to assist Col Cummiiigs, the" new- 
lv appointed Governor, iu euforcing the law. 

From the Sloop-of-War Plymouth. — The 
Navy Department have dispatches from Com- 
mander Foote, in command of this ship, dated 
"Off Merian river, Siam," June 16th last. The 
Plymouth reached Siam Irom Singapore on the 
2d of May last, six days from that port. Com- 
mander Foote, and all the officers to be spared 
for such an expedition, accompanied Mr. Consul 
Bradley, the bearer of the treaty, went in the 
King's steamer to •Bougkok, where they found 
ample accommodations provided for them by the 
King's directions Commander Foote was pres- 
ent at the first interview between Mr. Bradley 
and the Siam Commissioners, where the treaty was 
first discussed, relative particularly to our Sen- 
ate's rejection of the fifth article. 

During their stay at Bougkok, they, the officers, 
were presented to both Kings, and were treated 
with distinguished consideration. 

The second King having manifested much in- 
terest in the ship, her armament, &c, was invit- 
ed to go on board, which he did — his visit being 
the first Royal Siam visit to a ship of any foreigu 
nation. He was accompanied by a suite of twen- 
ty princess and nobles, and spent the greater part 
of two days on board, going ashore at night. A 
royal salute was fired in his honor, the bat- 
tery was exercised, and the ship maneuvered for 
his entertainment, kc. He sent presents of food 
and other necessary articles ou board, for which 
payment was positively declined. 

The treaties of Siam with the United States 
and Western European nations are doing much 
for the development of the commercial resources 
of the nation. Sugar and rice are the principal 
exports, and though the Siam machinery for the 
manufacture of the former is most imperfect, it is 
very abundant and cheap — $3 or $4 per hundred. 
Several vessels were then loading it for the Unit- 
ed Suites. The export of rice to China is very 
great, aud there were then in port there, six 
American vessels, beside many of other nations, 
loading it for Hong Kong. The Chinese are 
their agriculturalists, mechanics, and laborers. 

Commander Foote attributes to the influence 
of* the American missionaries the formation of 
most of the late treaties of Siam with Western 
nations, which, he thinks, are already enabling 
that country to progress so rapidly. — Washington 
Star.

WILLARD'S 
PATENT PLANTER & SOWER. 

THIS is an ingenius machine, for which letters pal 
ent were granted to Mr. Uom Willabo in May 
last. It wasexhlbited during the last reason a 
State Fairs, always commanding universal ad 
Large quantities are now being manufactured for use 
during the coming spring, and it is believed that a ma- 
chine that accomplishes so great a saving of labor, must 
at once come into general use. It is especially adapted 
lor the South, and onr enterprising plaulers will flud it 
worthy of their attention. The machine is of about the 
sire of anordinary cart. The following description is 
from a late number of the United States Journal: 

"To the agriculturist this is, undoubtedly, the most 
valuable patent that has been issued for many years. It 
is intended for sowing broadcast, covering and harrow- 
ing at the same lime, for sowing in drills and also for 
plaoting iu hills, and will accomplish either object as 
well as could possibly be done by baud. The graiu is 
placed in cylinders, which are made to revolve with the 
motion of the wbe> Is of the cart. As the holders rotate 
the grain passes out through the screens to the grouiid. 
The seed are evenly distributed and the machine may 
be regulated to sow any given amount to the acre with 
perfectaccuracy. The grain is covered by the revolving 
narrow, which receiv sits motion from the cart wheels. 
This harrow revolves with great rapidity in the opposite 
direction from its forward motion, thus harrowing 
up the ground instead of matting it down, and 
tearing to pieces any stubble, sods and mauuie, and 
leaving them behind instead of drawing them together 
in bunches as with the common harrow. The holders 
can easil) be taken off, and the revolving barrow used 
for mellowing and preparing the ground, which can be 
accomplished with it much more rapidly and efficiently 
than with a harrow constructed on any other plan. 

"For sowing in drills the harrow is taken of and the 
guides, as seen in the engraving on the inclined board, 
are changed so as to make the seeds drop into the drills 
prepared by furrowers, attached just ahead of the board. 
A coverer for each furrow is attached just behind, con- 
structed so as to hoe the light dirt on to the lurrow,and 
compressing it upon the seeds. 

"The arrangement is the same for planting in hills, 
excepting that the guides are changed so as lo drop the 
seeds into hills, ltcau be regulated to drop any num- 
ber of graius in each hill,lo make the hills any distance 
apart, and to cover to any depth that may be required. 
The attachment for planting and covering is very simple, 
and so ingeniously arranged as to prevent the lumps 
and stones from being thrown upon the graiu, while it 
compresses the dirt upon the seeds much better than 
could be done with either hoe or roller. 

"Another very valuable feature about this machiue is 
an attachment for preparing cotton seed, consisting of 
an extra cylinder in which the seed is placed, made to 
revolve by the motiou of the wheels in the same man- 
ner as the other. By this arrangement the seed is pre- 
pared at the same time it is being dropped from the 
othercyliuder, and can be plauleif with this machine 
without rubbing or any other previous preparation, as 
well as other kiuds of grain. 

"The whole machine is extremely simple in its con- 
struction, is no more liable to get out of order, and is as 
easily worked as any ordinary agricultural implement. 
Although entirely new, it is no doubtful experiment, as 
it has beeu thoroughly tried for all purposes, and its 
practical operation exhibited during the last season at 
various Slate Fairs, commanding in all cases the univer- 
sal admiration of the whole agricultural community. "
